* HM2 perform joint Casualty Operations in tandem with Army and Air Force Mortuary Affairs 
units, for the care of our nations fallen and entitled DoD beneficiaries. Their specialized skillset 


has been a critical asset in the planning of mass casualty situations and treatment of casualties 
with contagious disease during the COVID-19 pandemic. HM1 and HM2 were the first 
embalmers in the DoD to prepare a COVID-19 casualty; their proper planning and practices 
assisted other DoD mortuaries in defining a code of practice in the treatment of COVID-19 
casualties. Shewchuk and Beale are pioneers to new challenges faced within DoD Mortuary Affairs. Their 
professionalism and mastery of skill is noted worldwide.

1. High Year Tenure (HYT) Waiver Expansion: Expands the HYT waiver opportunity by an additional 12 months. for a total 
of 24 months, for Active/FTS E3 to E5 Sailors who are filling critical operational billets, both at sea and shore. Submit 
command endorsed ePAR to MNCC via MNP by the updated deadline 30 Sep 2020. Requests will be approved on a case- 
by-case basis. 


2. Selective Reenlistment Bonus (SRB) Update: On 30 April 2020, 22 new skillsets were added to the SRB award list and 
123 skillsets had the SRB award levels increased. A reminder SRB policy change now authorizes Sailors to reenlist up to 
365 days before EAOS instead of 270 days. As always, consistently checking SRB website for updates is key:

In response to COVID-19, the Military Health System for American Red 
Cross life support training (First Aid/Cardiopulmonary resuscitation support 
(CPR)/automated external defibrillator (AED), Basic Life Support (BLS), 
Advanced Life Support (ALS), and Pediatric Advanced Life Support 
(PALS)). With precautionary measures continuing to be taken globally to 
control the spread of the coronavirus disease 2019 (COVID-19) pandemic, 
personnel with expiring life support training completion cards (FirstAid/ 
CPR/AED, BLS, ALS, PALS) between March 1st - June 30th due to inabil- 
ity to complete training are effectively extended beyond its renewal date, for up to 120 days. 
This extension also applies to providers who have American Heart Association cards.
